Wlion the eiirlj' murning sun roao yester- 
day into nil uiicloiulotl sky of blue, tlie 
lieai'ts of Viutorians rejoiced. Tlie weiitlier 
was tlie only thing that careful preliminary 
airuiiHeiiionts could not control, and so 
when a fair day was assured the success of 
the diiy'a sports was guaranteed. It is easy 
f or . Victoriana to entertain viaitora, wiiun 
there is plenty of money in tho treaaury for 
tho purpose, and tho smoothness with which 
yesterday's pnmramiiio, from beginning to 
end, was presented shows that this year 
there was no. bungling nor ahirking of -work 
by tho committees. 

The decorations about town were confined 
to a general display of flags, hotli great and 
suiall, and Beacon Hill was tlie centre of 
tttraotion for tlio masses of those at 
home, as well as those hero only 
for the holidays. As mentioned yes- 
terday, tlie park had Ijecn carefully pre- 
pared for the reception of the iiuillitnde of 
visitors — many of whom spent the day 
there, picnic fashion — and with the excep- 
tion of tho roads having been a little too 
well sprinkled, the work could not have 
been more cap ilily perfoi ined. 

By Oi^iO o'clock, when the baseball match 
coiriiuenccd, the public pleaaure, grounds 
were black with moving moasfeS of, fiumanity, 
and dealers in ice-cold lemonade and kind- 
red arliclfs of holiday commerce wore 
putting tlieir wares in order and rubbing 
their hands in agreeable anticipation.

Ottawa, May IG. — Parliament is now 
' entering upon its third week . o^-- the session, 
but, as- yot, little work has been done, 
Only one night sitting has been held, but 
during the coining week it ia confidently 
expected that tlie House will settle down 
to buainesa, Mr. Laurier is still un absentee 
from the daily sessions, and, I.ain sorry to 
aay, that during the past three days the 
veteran Premier has not occupied his seat 
in the Chamber. Mr. Laurier hns been 
Hcrioualy ill, and it wixa said at one time 
that his complaint might develop into in- 
flammation of the 'lungs^ Mr.. Luuricr is 
popular with members on both ^sides, und 
deservedly so. .,,penial;und cburteoua at all 
times, he ia the ' ;direo( ttntithesia of the 
knight froni South Oxford, who this session 
appears to wrap himself up in his cloak of 
icy reserve more closely than ever. Sir 
John has not been seriously ill, but when 
one considers I hut he is now in liis 77 tb 
year, it is not surprising that h\a friends be- 
come an.xious about his condition. He liius 
refruined from visiting tlie House, on the 
advice of his physician, who prescribes us 
niucli rest for him us he ciui possibly obtiiin. 
There has been little callhig for the 
Premier's personal ulteiition in the House, 
as tlie Kstiniates are not yet down, and he 
has therefore not been pres' nt nt the daily 
sittings, altlioiigh he has attended ('ouncil 
meetings au<l done some work in his De- 
partment. The Kstimates will be brought 
down on Monday, and no time will be lost 
in getting to work on them, which will keep 
the members busy in their places for some 
time. 

Mr. Trow, the Opposition whip, as ster- 
ling a man as one uau find in the country, 
is greatly exasperated at the decisioB of 
his party not to grant "pairs" to the Minis- 
terialists. The action of the Opposition 
in this respect is moat . extraordinary, und 
it is doubtful whether any such action 
has previously been known in the Icgis- 
;■ ' lative history of Canada. During the past 
: few.days the refusal of the grits to "pair 
, . ofP' . has .attracted unnMial attention by 
their refusal.'tO' grant Mr, Corbould, who 
on being. summoned .'home, to < the bedside 
of bis wife, 'woa refused this aocommo- 
dation. Of cotirse the thing cuts both 
ways and while three or four conservative 
members may happen to bo away, on the 
other hand, reformers also are ab-sent, and 
Mr. Laurier himself, who hus been coiitineil 
to his room for the last ten flays would 
have been in tin- unpaired list, if a division 
had taken pliee this week. It is said 
that some of the giit members v/ill not 
refuse to hold social intorcouse with their 
conservative coUeauges, following out Sir 
Richard Curtwright's suggestion tirst put 
forward at .^oafoi th that there should be no 
social commuuieation between liberals and 
the " vile parasites who buzz and purr 
about the portals at Ottawa." lie that 
as it may, a few ot tlic grits decline to 
accept this doctrine. In this con- 
nection an extraordinarj' incident oc- 
curred in the House on Wednesday. 

The constituency of South Simcoe, which is 
about for-ly or fifty miles norch of Tcnonto, 
is represented by a sterling specimen of 
Canadian English manhood, in the person 
of Col. Tyrwhitt. North York, the con- 
stituency immediately to the south of Tyr- 
whitt's, is represented by Mr. William Mu- 
lock, Vice-Chancellor of I'oronto University, 
.. . |Uid. an able man in his way. Mulock is a 
pretty sharp fellcw anil he neglects no op- 
portunity to get a shot iu ou (he Govern- 
ment, !uid ho has no love for Tyrwhitt, as 
that gcDtlcman opposed Mulock in 1887. 
The telegraph will have already informed 
your readers of the disastrous fire which oc- 
' curred in tlia town of Allistoo, which is in 
. Col. !^sTwhitt'8 constituency. With a view 
j of depri^ring the Colonel of any little kudos 
- to wliich he might fairly be entitled for 
bringing'to the attention of the Government 
the condition of his constituents in the town 
of Alliston,' Mr. Mulock rose in his place 
the other day und suggested to the Minister 
of Finance that the (Jovernment, following 
the precedents set ill the cases of the .St. 
John'sN.i;., and Hull li res, makeagranttoaid 
the sufferers at Allistoii. For two or three 
days before. Col. Tyrwhitt had lieen press- 
ing this mattes upon the attention of the 
administr.itiou. Here comes iu the iieculiar 
thing. About a couple of minutes buforc 
Mulock rose in his place, to call attention 
to the Alliston lire. Dr. Luiderkin, M.P. 
for South (Jrey — a man who is the embodi- 
ment of grit inennness—ciosseil the lloor of 
the House, and asked Tyrwhitt to come 
down stairs to have a lemonade or some- 
thing stronger. This slight interchange of 
social intercourse is common enough amongst 
members, and as the Colonel is a jolly good 
fellow, and personally popular on both sidci, 
ho never Buspected that a trick was implied 
in Landerkin's invitation. It so happened, 
however, that at that very time Col. Tyr- 
whitt was engaijed writing a letter to one of 
his constitutents, anfl when Dr. Landerkin 
.spoke to him the Colonel re([ue3ted him to 
wait until ho had finished a letter, an he 
was c.Yciicdingly anxious that it should bo 
mailed without delay. Landerkin hud 
hardly left Col. Tyrwhitt's desk, 'and the 
military member had once more resumed 
.. letter writing, than Mulock rose in bis place 
and began speaking about the Alliston 
■ . affair. Col. Tyrwhitt's attention was at 
.once arrested and he'remained in the House 
' suSicioutly long to convince him that Lao - 
-derkin had made a deliberate attempt to 
' get him out of the chamber while Mulock 
tried to discredit Col. Tyrwhitt in the eyes 
of his constitutents for neglect of duty. 
■ The incident is pretty generally talked 
about amongst the iiieiiiberH, and there is u 
good deal of indignation expressed on the 
("onservative side that any member should 
stoop to Ko ilespicablo « trick. 

MAHINE LEOI.Sr-ATIO.V. 

Mr. Tupper is bringing down a gooil deal 
of legislation this year allecting the marine 
interests, and, therefore, of some impor- 

'; ianoie^ tb a section of your people in British 
; ColumbtB. - i. The Imperial Load Line Act, 
1 pMsed lut year takes effect in a few weeks 

. ' time, and| as'the measure is one which dis- 
orimioates very unfairly against Canadian 
ships, to appease the wrath of the shlp-ow-I 
nors in the Maritime provinces, the Gov- 
ernmeiit proposes to pass an act which, will 
do awav to a certain extent with the ob- 
jections urged against the Imperial Statute. 
It niiiy he stated that during the time the 
Act was going through the House of Com- 
mons in Hiigland, our Government made 
every effort to secure tlio exemption of Can- 
adian vessels from the operation of its pro- 
visions, and this was one of the measures 
which Sir John Thompson was specially 
charged to bring to the attention of Lord 
Knut<ford when he went to England last 



July. The Imperial authorities had not 
realized the full extent of the Canadian ob- 
jectione, and it was exceedingly unfortunate 
that the Uoyal Assent had been given to 
the bill by commission two or three 
days before the Minister of .Jus- 
tice arrived in London. The Imperial 
(loveriinient is very pcrnickettj' about 
colonial intorforenco with Imperial Acts, but 
it is anticipated that there will be no trouble 
in respect of the new Canadian Act. The 
Inspection of Ships Act applies to British 
Columbia equally with the other provinces 
of Canada, and provides for the inspection 
of all Canadian sailing vessels once u year, 
the fees charged therefor being three cents 
per ton annually. The labor organizations 
have had a good deal to do in securing this 
Act, and it promises to be a good one. The 
Inspectors will be required to oxaminc, not 
only the hulls, but the spars, sails, riggings, 
masts, anchors, cables, chains, boats and 
other parts of the equipment, and severe 
penalties may be imposed upon masters or 
owners for neglecting to have their vessels 
inspected once a year,, Another Bill, refer- 
ring to the safety of <ship8,^'. prohibits ' the 
carrying of gunpowder and other dangeroos 
compoimds on passenger .vessels,, but any 
vessul can carry enough gunpowder for sig- 
nalling purposes on one round trip. Penal- 
ties will also be imposed for infraetioh of , the 
law, bat no prosecution may be' instituted 
unless with the consent of the Minister, of 
Marine. 

TEIiEaRAI*)! COM.Mn.NiaATI0X IN BRITISH 
COLUJIBIA. 

It is understood that the bill to incorpor- 
ate the Kootenay Telegraph and Telephone 
Company for the jinrposo of building a tele- 
graph line from Robson (Sproat's Landing) 
to Fort .Shejiherd on the International 
boundary, will not be presented this session. 
Messrs. iMar.a and Bariiurd ond the other 
promoters have received assnr.iuces from the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company that 
that company will build the line, and, in 
addition, a telegraph lino from Vernon to 
Robson, so as to give Nelson direct comn.u- 
nication with the C. P. R. Mr. Corliin, it 
is said, will build a similar line from Little 
Dalles to joui the C. P. E. at Fort Shep- 
herd, and when this communication is fur- 
nished the merchants of Spokiine Falls will 
have the advantage of a competing line. 
These dual lines of telegraph and telephone 
service will be very advantageous to the 
mining couipanies and others interested in 
the Kootenay country, und indicate the 
progress o|ithat section of your province. 

MB. TARTE'!! OUAROES. 

The sensation of the week in parliament 
has undoubtedly been the thunderbolt 
which Mr, Tarte has fulminated against the 
ministerialist benches as involved in his 
charges against Sir Hector Langevin and 
Mr. McGrcevy. It cannot be said that any. 
extraordinary development have se far 
occurred; in fact, the motion which Mr. 
Tarto presented iu the House was simply a 
rehash of the statements which have ap- 
peared from his pen from time to time in the 
columns of Le (^uiadieii. The bulk of his 
charges are, of course, against Mr. .Mc- 
(Jreevy, but he makes a direct eli:irgo 
again.st .Sir Hector Langevin also. Kvery- 
oue who was [jrcsont in the House, on Mon- 
day last, adiuired the wuy iu which .Sir 
Hector Lang(!vin met the iiulictmeiit, and 
there is a strong predisposition in his favor, 
owing to the manly manner in which he ac- 
cepted the charges and urged that they bo 
referred to the Committee on IVivileges 
and Elections. -Mr. Mcdreevy delivered 
his first speech in Parliament on tliis 
occasion, the burden of his observatioua 
being tliat iho whole thing was a plot 
against him, and that his name had been 
forged to letters which ho had never 
written. It is uiulerslood tlnit a very large 
number of witnesses will he fortliconiiiig, 
and the committee will sit from day to day 
.so that the investigation may be terminated 
before Parliament rises. It is not at all 
improbable that Messrs. K. Crow Baker and 
Noah Shakespeare, of your city, will be 
called upon to give ovidencc, their names 
having come up iu connection with the 
Esquimalt graving dock contract. The 
Minister of .Justice has stated that every 
opportunity -will be afforded for probing the 
matter to the bottom, and, therefore, the 
country may rely upon it that an impartial 
finding will be the result of the committee's 
work 

THE IIKIH CO.M MISSIO.VKl;. 

Among the many subjects which the Op- 
position proposes to bring before the House, 
this session, is the part which .Sir Charles 
Tupper took in the election last February. 
To mention Tupper to the Opposition is like 
shaking a i-ed handkerchief before a bull. 
Dr. Jjanderkin has discovored thixt Sir Char- 
les was under salary when he was in Can- 
ada last February, aud this will be used 
against the High Commissioner as much as 
possible although one fuils to see precisely 
what effect it will have. One of the French 
members has now given notice of aquestion, 
whether the Government intends to dismiss 
public employees who took ah active part in 
politics during the late election, and all 
these little things point to the fact that any 
ollicial who assisted the Government during 
tlie electioiifi will be marked men if the 
Grits ever come into power.

Her Miijcsty 
who will begin on Sunday her .sovoiity-tliirJ 
" year, and about ii month later tliu fifty 
fifth year of her rcitjn, is in excellent uoii' 
ditioD. Her stay at Graase vfaa of cou. 
■idorable benefit to her,' although"- alio waa 
in good health wlien she went there, and 
she is ua active in statu !itlUira iis ever 
That she is not indifferent to popular op 
inion, was singularly illustrated ut a rail 
way station recontiy. The Queen's triiii 
had stopped for a few minutes at a country 
place, the people not being iiwure tliut 
she was on board. A woman senttiiocd 
to imprisoniucnc for having done a servant 
girl to death by gross cruelty was at that 
moment brought to the stati m to be cou- 
veyed to jail. The mob who hud gathered 
to see the criminal, hissed and hooted 
her roundly. Queen Victoria, thinking 
tho hoots nlighl bo intended for royalty, 
was greatly agitated and nearly fainted. 
An explanation revived her, and ilie 
hearty cheers of her subjects, when tliey 
lier presence, made Victoria herself again. 

GOSSir ABOUT ROVALTV. 

Both the t^iieen and the Prince of 
Wales are more popnlur than ever. The 
Prince, of late, bus avoided the oonipiiny of 
Karon Ilirsch and other prominent ITehrewa, 
to whom he had formerly beon very ufTable, 
and who often had tho Prince on show at 
their city and country residences. The 
familiarity of the Prinet with such society 
has oft'ended the other inenihera of the 
Royal House connected with the (luclphs 
and Cobourgs, especially as connnon report 
has charged the Prince with receiving 
pecuniary assistance from these people. The 
action taken by the Queen to relieve the 
Prince of his debts is suid to be prompted 
by a desire to relieve him of his disagreeable 
connections in a financial way, and espe- 
cially of his obligations to IJaron Hirsch, 
who is looked upon as an oHensive upstiirt. 
It is reported that the advances made by 
\tlie Queen are with the express understnnd- 
Ipg tb'at) the Prince will share things, wheu 
lie comes into a royal civil list, with his 
younger brothers and sisters, for whose re 
lief tho Queen has chiefly intended her »av 
ings of half a. century. The Prince, not 
withstandiig his extravagance, or perliaps 
because of it, is gaining in popularity. He 
was one of the first to call, not alone, but 
in company with the princesa, on Mr. 
Gladstone, during the latter's illness, and 
he has a firm hold on the - friendship of. the 
Liberal leader. Even the Irish Parliamen'

point than those of the Tory maguateg. 

It has been arranged that tho Czar 
will visit Germany in August, and will ire. 
side at tho Schloss Babelberg, near Pots 
dam. 

THE WK.ST1>IIAUAS MINERS. 

Measures are being so directed for tho 
relief of the starving niiner.i in Westphalia, 
that it is proposed to assise as ninny 
as possible to emigrate, as the 
owners are steadfastly determined not to 
•give them work agniu at Wefttphalia. Tho 
men are nearly all experienced miners, and, 
under ordinary circumstances, peaceable 
people who would be of advantage to any 
mining community. It is said tltat agents 
from America have visited the Dortmound 
mines, with a view to proouring men for 
the mining districts in that country. 

ARCII-nUKE JOIIANN'S TOnTPSE. 

Tlie report that the late Arch-duke 
Johann bus left a considerable estate, is 
denied in a desputcli from Vienna. The 
fact is that he got rid of al)outi all of his 
own fortune, and had been liviug of late oQ' 
the generosity; of relatives who assisted him 
to equip the vessel in which he was lost. 

VON MOMKE AND lilSJIARCK. 

The posthumous revelations from the 
authorship of Von Moltke are gencniUy in- 
terpreted in Berlin as showing what the 
public had long suspected, that the great 
general of the Franco-Prussian war was not 
without a feeling of jealousy toward Bis- 
marck, whom he almost altogether ignores 
as a factor in liie triumph of IStiO. Von 
Moltke, in his ([uiet silent way, never 
seemed to be nuich intereated in praise 
of tho late chancellor, and it is understood 
that he was far from displea ed when Bis- 
marck was dismissed, \yhile Bismarck wus 
not gratified at the way the heroship turned 
from himself to Von Moltke, and has beea 
significantly reticent as to the aohievomonts 
of the general. 

Tin: PHACK or kiiuopk. 

An uneasy indication, as ufTecting the 
peace of l^urope, is the tone of mutual lios- 
tility ill tliu senii oflioial newspapers of Aus- 
tria and Russiii. While the two ruling 
liou.ses are punotionsly courteous towards 
each other, the new.spaper.s indulge In inueli 
bitterno.'-H, and xiiizeeveryopportiuiily, how- 
ever trivial, for unfavorable and reciiriiiii- 
ating comment. The semi-olficial press of 
Vienna is prodigal with the strongest de- 
iuinc'iat,i(>ii of KiiSHia's interior anil e.xtoriur 
policy, and asserts timl lier eolo.isal aniiu- 
ments aro evidently intended for aclioii 
abroad. The Xovoe Vremya, on the other 
band, abiiosr, m ignilies into a cause of war 
the arrest of a Russian peddler in ( ialiciii 
on Kusiiieion apparently of being a spy. So 
far as tliu newspiipers i-ellect tlie opinion of 
their re!-])r:Ctive ( loverniiients, the two em- 
pires might well 1)0 on the vergi; of hostili- 
ties. This, however, has been going on so 
long that it does not seem to occasion alarm. 
Besides, the Russian army will not bo fally 
armed this year, and tho strength of the 
fleet will be greatly increased by next 
spring. ; 

THE C/.All'S CORONATION AXNtVEIWARV. 

Wedu'^sday will be a red letter day in 
the life of the Czar, if the odicial progninime 
i' curried oui. \Vlietlier the Nihilists 
have a programme of their own that may 
interfere with the ceremonies, is a matter of 
guess work; 1ml the lUissian police ovi- 
^leii'ly think t'ley have, ami are taking pre- 
eaiiti.Mjs iiceonliiigly. Wednesday will be 
the tenth anniversary of the crowning of tho 
t'zar, and it is proposed on that day to lay 
the foundatibn'stone bf the memorial to tho 
late emperor, now in course of oreolior ou 
tho bank of the Moscow river within tho 
Kremlin. Tho splendid ceremony will re- 
ceive additional and signifieant eolat from

Russia's new war suifs. 
Russia's strengthening of her fleet and 
army goes on irrespective of the financial 
stir which Wiohnegadski and the Roths-, 
childs have excited in Europe. Q'hreo now 
warships — the ironclad Wurik and tho 
sloops Olavjoy and Grcmiasty — have just 
been launched at St. Potcrsbury, and the 
army is being equipped with the latest im- 
proved weapons as fast as French makers 
can turn them out. The Czarewitcb, who is 
now fully recovered from the blow of tho 
Japanese assassin, is to go through the 
course mapped out when he started from 
Russia, The Usauri Railway, tho eustern- 
niost section of tho proposed trans-Siiierian 
line, has already been completed for nearly 
three miles from Vladivoatock, and tho 
Czarewitch will ride over it for that distance 
in a train especially equipped for his use, 
and will formally inaugurate tlio line. The 
railway, so far, is chitlly llic product of 
con%;iot labor, and largely that of women 
convicts, who are pu.shed on to work by 
brutvl severity on the part of tho guards. 
A letter from Tokio, Japan, giving the 
story of a prisoner recently escaped from 
Siberia, says that the ' wqmen employed to . 
dig and remove tho earth on this line are 
already perishing by scores. They are 
selected for tho work without any regard 
to previous manual experience, political 
prisoners, some of them women of refine- 
ment and deliofite training, being driven by 
violence to the use of tho pick and .shovel. 
If they show weakness, they are niercile.saly 
whipped. Women arriving in Ea.slern Si- 
beria, in the convict gangs from Russia, are 
entirely at the mercy of the gu'irds, and 
those who reiuae to suhndt to anything 
required of them are detained to work ou 
the railways. Tlii.s generally meaus death 
in a abort time. ■ It ia likely that these 
matters will be carefully covered during the 
journey of the ^Czarewitch, although, to 
make a pretence of <jliioiiil liberality, a few 
specially favored convicts will be permitted 
to present addressea and petitions tor 
pardon. The Czarewitch will uleo go 
through the form of exanunine the oflicial 
aide of iSiberiun convict existence, v.hich for 
several months pnst has been undergoing a 
polish for his iospection. One reason for

The Qneon's TiirthdJky is not, in the Brit 
iah Empire, a mere farnml celebration. The 
British .people love .«md. revere , the Queen; 

' and are glad that aiso has been 'spared long 
to reign over tlifin. It is seldom that a 
sovereign has o.-cupic(l bo large a place in 
the affections ufti nation as Queen Victoria 
has in the liearts of her subjects. After 
oceupyint; the -tliroue fifty-four yejirs, she is 
more highly -"esteemed, and more generally 

* beloved than ahe was at the end of the first 
jyear of her roign. Queen Vi*ctori» iiaa been 
a model constitutional sovereign, and lier 
private life has been such as to wiji for her 
'thei respect, the esteem, and the admiration 
not of the British people only, but of ilko 
■■inhabitants of the whole civilized world, 
The British have no apologies to make for 
•their Queen. Truth does not compel tfcei 
to say "she is a wise andgoodruler, but — . 
There ia nothing to come after the "Imt, 
that any honest man, or virtuous woman 
■need be ashamed to ulter.^ The whole 
truth- can be said of ;QueeD Viotoria without 
the -siitchtest injury to herrepatation, either 
ua a fwvereign, or as a woman. Of he>w few 
kings and (lueens can this bo said.? Many 
of the best of them require tho man- 
tle of charity to be throv/n over part of 
their lives. There are msoy of their acts of 
which even the indulgent' Jiistoriaa 

. iniusbwrite in apologetic terms, and many 
that he nuist pass over in merciftd silence. 
IBut the future historian wiU be proud to 
say all that can be said about Queen V 
toria. He will not have to beg hiH readers 
to make allowances either for .the weak 
sesses of her nature or the diffioulties'of ber 
position. In all circumstances and in all 
-periods of her life, the conduct of Euglaud's 
Queen baa been beyond reproach. Her con 
atant endeavor has been lo do her duty 
fa'jthfuUy and well, and slie has succeeded 
She. has made astonishingly few mistakes 
and.bos doneoiothiDg that-, the ..most . rigid 
moralist can call wrong. This «!Ui be said 
■of very few indeed, whether their station ia 
high or low, public or private. Tho people,

'tain, have the bc:it reasons to lie proud of 
tlieir Queen, and to celebrate lUc day 
.apart to commemorate her birth with afiiao- 

jifcionate loyalty. • ■ .' ;

.' JM[ra.iE. Lynne Linton opens her article 
•on "The Judicial Shook to Marriige," in 
the Ma.y number of the Nineteenth Cea- 
tujy, ivvith the following startling para 

graph ,: 

"Manniage, as hitherto understood ii 
England, was suddenly abolished one fine 
morning last month ! The compulsory union 
■of two pecsoDS for life was reducel to. a 
voluntary union during pleasure T Hence- 
forth any wife may walk ofl" any day from 
any husbandr.witnqu.t assigning any rca- 
.aou, and ithere remains no legal power to 
compel her to return at any time to fulfil 
her contract. A decree for the restitution 
of conjugal nghts turns out to ibe mere 
waste paper. The husband may be left 
without u wife, and without the , posiibility 
of taking another-" . ' '■ " 

Is this the exaggeration of a flighty fe- 
male, or the sad and sober conclusion to 
which a thoughtful woman has arrived after 
deep consideration 'i We, for our part, be- 
lieve it to bo tho sober truth. The. derision 
in tlie Jackson case proved that if a woman 
for any reason, or for no reason at all, leaves 
her husband's roof and repudiates his pro- 
tection, tho husband ia left literally without 
remedy. Slio may set up liousckeoping on 
her own account, she may turn her husband 
out if he visits her, and she may Jive as long 
aa she plcjiacs apart from him, and, 
although she in this way scouts the 
idea of fulfilling her piirt of the contract, 
the law still considers her liis' Wi^o; hois 
still a married man aud cannot ask' another 
woman to take tho place that she has de- 
serted. All that the undutiful wife has to 
do is to remain faithful to her marriAgo vow 
in one particular, and she may, with perfect 



wife. If thia U true, the reader must con- 
cludo that Mrs. Linton docs not mistake 
when she declares that marriage, as it has 
been hitherto understood, has been abolish- 
ed in Great Britain— and also in all coun- 
tries where tho laws relating to marriage 
are 'similar to those in force in tho United 
Kingdom. That the recent decision of tho 
Lord Chancellor, in tho Jaclison case, has 
shown tho niarriago relation to be, in this 
peculiar condition, wo iiave a much higher 
authority than a Nineteenth Century re- 
viewer; at any rate, one which will be more 
generally accepted.. Lord Penzance, writ- 
•o the London Tim«s, sftvs : - 

JUB ' -- - , • 

•'A iato statute llaB dupl'lvod tlie Matri- 
tnonial Court of the power to enforce o de- 
cree for tho roalitutioiV 'ol' conjugal rights, 
Husband and wife are, tWeforc, no longer 
bound by law to live togcaV,er. It is Some- 
what singular that a coliruct, llie most 
solemn, and, in the interest Mf the coninuin- 
ity, by fur tho most ir.ipOllunt, should be 
tlie only one which the law refuses to cu- 
forCB But thia result of the above statute 
is obvious and bcyoud question. If married 
people are no longer under any legal obliga- 
tion to live together, it follows as a conae- 
quence that none of the dutie? ttM PPbga- 
tiona undertaken ut tho altar hivo the blnil- 
ing support of any law to uphold them — for 
none of these duties can be duly discharged 
between people who live' apart, and this ap- 
plies to their offspring as well na Ihem 
selves." 

It will be seen from this that Lord Pen- 
zance and Mrs. Linton are in substantial 
agreement. It will ho observed, too, that 
Lord Penzance does not question the sound- 
ness of tho Lord Charicel!or'.s larv. On the 
contrary, \\~ tacitly admits that in the 
present state of tlio law he could come to no 
other decision, and he" oonsequeatly advo- 
cates further legislation. 

The most unthinking mu3t sec that very 
nu:oh depends upon tho indissolubility of 
the murriaao contract. If men and womca 
can dissolve that contract at plciifiiue, a 
low, aud a deadly oue, it struck at the life 
of society as it at present exists. But if \k.t 
husband and wife are not compelled to line 
together, what becomes of the indissolubility 
of the marriage lie ■? If the wife can Ic ive 
her U'.isband whenever she pleases and as 
long ■IS she plua-ii.-i, Liie niarriago, according 
to Lord Peiizf-nce, is virtually dissolved. 
^Vxshow the iesportanco of marriage being 
indissoluble. Via lordship quotes a celebrated 
judgment by Lord .Stowell. It shows so 
clearly what will be tlie icsulL if the pcr- 
fftancuce o! niairiagn (Icpeiid.s U|)on the 
nliim or lb?: will of cither husband or wife, 
that we -ciinnot resist the teuiptation-tc 
quote theCollowiug passive from it : — 

"Itntttstbe carefully remembered .thuit 
the general happiness of the mirried life as 
sccuredfljy its indissolubility. When,people 
understiind that" they must -Uvo together, 
except for a very few reasons known to'the 
law, ik ey barn tosoftau by mutual ao 
modation that yoke which thijy know •'.hey 
cannrtc shake olf, (irey- become good hus- 
bands and good wives, from the necessity of 
r(Mn,dning huslia[irls.and wivos, for neos^ssity 
is a titiwcrful muster in touching tho duties 
which it imposes. Ii it were once laidcr- 
stood that, upon mutual disgust, married 
pi'iTioiis might be legally Hepar.iti.d, many 
couples who now pass .through the world 
with mutual coinforL, with attentio!i to their 
oonunon olTsprin;;. and »c the nior.-il ordc of 
civil society, inij^ht have bi^eu at this mo- 
ment living in a stat e ol .nuitual-unkindnesa 
and estrangement from their conr.iion off- 
-.ipr'ng-" 

Ifc may be .said tlmt liuebands and wives 
v/ould live toget her no matter what th 
itate of the law muf 3ie. We must not 
make too sure of Iba't. It-is impossible ' to 
tell what effect (be conviction ithat the con 
tract is for life, and that it cannot be dis 
solved, except umdtr circumstances that 
rirtuous women simdder to contemplate, 
has upon both IuisIkiiiIs and wives. They 
may not be eonecioiit of the ojustoncc of tho 
law, and may not realize that it has any 
elfect upon their uonduct, hat .let it bo 
abolished aud who n ill answer for the con 
sequences '! " Hov/ many contracts oi 
debts," Lord IViix mcc asUs, ''arc actually 
enforced by law ? And if ;f;herc .were no 
law by which they could be enforced, how 
many obligations of ddit or<contcaet woiuld 
be voluntarily disdnargedf Everyone must 
see that it is best lo, have iniarriagc, made 
indissoluble by the law of the land. 

It bus been said lliat the desertion of the 
wife for a certain leL'glh of timcsbauld of 
itself be regarded as a dissolution of the 
marriage. What would .a law of itbis kind 
ho but to give men and women ..who were 
wearied of each other, or who wanted to be 
rid of the rcstrictioas, ithe responsibilities 
and the duties of marriage, au almost jm 
Jirnited privilcf/n of divorce? This would 
imply collusion between tho husband tiud 
wife, but how could such collusion. he pce-

Tbis.makes ihe i^uatien.. mope coro^, 
plicated. How the trustees of a Presby- 
terian Theological College can retain bs a 
teacher of students intended for the 
ministry, a man who teaches such doctrines 
as are contained in l^is ipi^ugiiral Address is 
beyond our comprehension. Jt must be 
remembered that tho question is .not, is Dr. 
Brigga right or wrong ? are his teachings 
reasonable or unreasonable ? but are they 
in conformity with the \\'eatminster Con- 
fession of Faith, which is the recognized 
standard of Proabyteriun doctrine ?

Briggs' teachings are not, therefore, to be 
considered hy themselves, but in their rela- 
tion to the Confession of Faith.

He is, however, in- 
telligent, hut is l^ept in ignorance even of 
the more important afifairs of state, not even 
having been awftre of the intention 
to expel his mother from tho coun- 
try. The news of tho attack upon- his 
mother wiis borne to him accidentally by 
one. of the palace attendants, uad he ox- 
hilnted the most profound amotion, ex- 
pressing a desire Tto hurry to her rescue.

JUDGMENT 



:i0ellrered by Ur. ^nstice Crease in tbeCase 
of Tlint ft Williams vi. Myers and "Wife. 

hi the County Court of Victoria— Flint 
& "lA illliuns vs. Myers and wife. 

I have considered this case both as judge 
and jury. 

On the point reserved by Mr. Walls, that 
Mrs. Myers is entitled to a non-suit, as 
nothing has been proved against her, I am 
of opinion that she ' has acted througliout 
with great firnmess, openness and discre- 
tion, and although pluinti(l''s solicitor ( in 
the absence of her husband, and without 
the i^siial opportunity of consulting a pro- 
fessional adwer) sought to draw her into 
admission oLa contract which she never 
niadu or sanetioned» she suocossfnlly par- 
ried the a»-teinpt.'j Neither . she, nor her 
land liavo been made liable. , 

Therefore, a non-suit must be entered as 
regards lior, with costs in her favor. 

As to the case itself : The plea of the 
.Statute of Frauds, in the absence of any 
written contract, frees the land from lia- 
bility. 

The only matter which then remams to 
be detormiucd is ono simply of fact. Was 
there such a verbal contract, complete in 
itsrlf, between Capt. Myer.s and .Mo^sr.s. 
Flint Williams, for the sale of Lot S, 
Section .V.XVII, liccUlcy Kami, ii.s, al- 
though it could not alVect the land, would 
make hini peisonally liable for commission 
on the ground that at his inst.mco they had 
provided ii pni chaser for §2,()()0, who. it 
was dot denied, had paid the money to the 
plaintills, and bad been and still is ready to 
complete the purchase ? . „ 

On all the evidence as a jury, as well as a 
judge, I think not. 

Mr. Flint alleges that Capt. Myers agreed 
to sell lots, section XXVIl, iJeekley 1-arm, 
for $2,000 (81,000 cash, $1,000 at V2 n.oulhs 
date, Bocurod with interest at S per cent, 
by a mortgage on the lot). 

Only an inchoate agreement, which did 
not amount to a contract, was proved 
ttcainst the defendant, Capt. Myers — a 
dickering which might end in a contract or 
not npon furtiier conference. 

At first tho evidence of Mr. Prosscr 
seemed to conliriri that of Mr. Flint, but it 
was so strongly ami speoifloally denied on 
oath bv Capt. Myers, that I re-examined 
Mr Urosser more closfly than at fust, when 
it dime out that he (Mr. Prosser) was very 
busy writing at the time of the alleged oou- 
tract and only heard disconnected scraps of 



the conversation betweuii tho two gentle- 
men, which practically amonrfled to no- 
thing, 80 that his supposed " conflrnmt on " 
falls to the ground, and Mr. Flint's tc»ti> 
mony is left to stand by itself. 

Then came the letter of 7th .March to 
Myers, setting forth i he iillcged c ii'rac, 
but leaving out all mention of the im|M rioiit 
element of time of performance. 

And this coniirms I'ap'. Myois' view- 
that he had given a g.'iu rai ir.tini it ion of 
the price he would take, leaving th ■ aec^'p - 
ance or modification of it to im letl t<l to- 
gether between them thorf after, ulieii pi.iiii 
tiff should get an oUVr. A S'.ttk nn-nt iviiich 
never took place. No money was tender, d 
to Capt. Myers under the allcyeii contract 
with him. And the preparation of deeds 
for Mrs Myors to sign after the previous 
distinct repudiation by the defendants was 
more than unnecessary. 

Directly Capt. Myers received that letter 
he wont to Mr. Flint and told him he had 
made no such an agreement — thul the land 
was the wife's, and she would not sell. 
Myers received a letter from the plaintiffs' 
solicitor, Mr. Mason, on the '2\al March, 
pressing him to carry out tho " agreement," 
but even then there is no written statement 
of any agreement beyond tho incompietB 
one of tho 7th March, except that Mr. 
Masoii inserts a term for deferred payment, 
namely, one year,^ omitting all mention of 
security or interest on such deferred pay- 
ments integral porlioas of the alleged con 
tract. ' ■; "* ■ 

Capt. Myers' answer of 25th March de- 
nies giving to tho pliiintififs " authority, as 
in Mr. Mason's letter averred. " 

No proof whatever of his being the agent 
of Mrs. Myers was forthcoming. 

The parties being then atarms' length the 
subsequent unusual proceedings with the 
deeds at Mrs. Myers' house become quite 
unnecessary. 

Mr. Flint's evidence is not supported, as 
one would have expected, by business en- 
tries made at the time in his books, setting 
forth the alleged contract, or any documen- 
tary or oral evidence, beyond what I have 
disregarded, to corroborate it. 

A contract, to be a contract at all, must 
be complete and entire in all its requisites. 

The weighing of evidence comes down 
consequently simply to contrasting Captain 
Myers' evidence denying the agreement 
with that of Mr. Flint alleging it. 

The rule of law in such eases is in favor 
of the party denying — detur pro negonti — 
and that rule I foUowin declaring the plain - 
tiifs' claim not proved, and give judgment 
against them With cottB. .
